Industry 
will present {{s program, The ad- 
ministration, whoever is at the helm 
when peace comes, will have a 
heavy responsibility, The National 
Resources Planning board has al- 
ready made a report expressing its 
opinions on a plan drawn up by a 
special committee on post-war re- 
adjustment which, at least, gives us 
a point of departure. 


Plan Needed Now 


The board points out that victims 
of the war are already coming back 
and the time Js ripe. Only the other 
day, I went through Walter Reed 
hospital here and saw some of those 
victims, Snw photographs of the 
conditions in which they come back 
and others showing what medical 
skill has dona for them, Y also saw 
the workshops where wounded men 
are belng rehabilitated, fitted to take

Re-Training Program 

Similar provisions must be made 
for war workers as war Industries 
close or change over, Meanwhile, 
the government will maintain cen- 
ters where assistance and retrain- 
ing for civilian jobs can be arranged. 
In order to prevent a too rapid at- 
tempt at change-over of Industry, a 
moderate policy of continuation of 
war contracts some of which can be 
continued in the national good, 

Already industry {s offering plans
